Two procedures could produce pain or distress in the animals. I) Aortic valve catheterization is performed 
via a cut-down over the right neck. However, general and local anesthesia are provided prior to and during 
the procedure, which is also performed in Category B animals. As the period of discomfort is brief and 
animals suffer no ill effects from it, additional analgesia has not been deemed necessary. II) The 
experimental infection that is produced with Staphylococcus aureus in this animal model may cause distress 
to a small proportion of the animals. Signs of infection appear at 1 8-24h after inoculation. Untreated, 
control rabbits are euthanized approximately 24h after inoculation, which minimizes the distress in these 
animals. Signs of infection abate with institution of antimicrobial agents in treated animals and generally 
resolve in two to three days. During the first two days of the experiment, supplemental fluid is administered 
to provide fluid replacement and some calories until the appetite returns. If fluid intake remains poor 
thereafter, fluid supplements are continued as needed. Food supplements such as carrots, lettuce, and greens 
are provided to encourage food intake and to help maintain normal flora.

Analgesics are not being used during the period of infection for the following reasons. 1) They are not 
necessary. Pain is not a prominent symptom of endocarditis. The chapter in Mandel's "Principles and 
Practice of Infectious Diseases" lists pain in association with endocarditis that occurs at various locations at 
a frequency of 10-15%. Pain is a more prominent feature of tricuspid valve (or right-sided) endocarditis, 
but the model is aortic valve endocarditis. Based on my experience with several hundred cases of 
endocarditis in humans, analgesics are rarely needed in the management of left-sided endocarditis. Also the 
protocol includes use of fluid supplementation and antimicrobial therapy, which ameliorate signs of the 
disease. 2) Analgesics also may alter the natural course of the disease, lead to over-sedation or respiratory 
depression, and thereby contribute to mortality, or have unanticipated interactions with antimicrobials. 
Administration of agents other than antimicrobials in a model of this type would be highly questionable 
scientifically and analgesic agents are not employed by any investigators using this model of infection.

The Committee on Animal Research (UCSF’s IACUC) requested that these rabbits be categorized as 
Column E usage because they were exposed to tobacco smoke. This determination was based on the 
discomfort felt by humans in the room in which these rabbits are housed during the period of the exposure 
to second-hand smoke. However, it is not clear that this causes any physical distress to the rabbits. They 
are exposed to tobacco smoke for 8 hours per day, 5 days per week, for 1 0 weeks, and otherwise breathe 
clean air. Their food intake is the same as controls and their weight gain is the same as controls. They also 
have a drug placed in their drinking water which does not seem to cause any distress. Their water intake is 
the same as the controls. Thus, neither of the above appear to produce any distress and therefore no 
countermeasures appear necessary. Blood samples are drawn twice during the whole 10 week period. This 
is done by withdrawing blood from an ear vein with the rabbits in a restraining box for a short time. Again, 
there does not appear to be evident stress with the blood drawing.

Because the purpose of the study is to determine the comparative effects of angiotensin converting enzyme 
inhibitors and angiotensin receptor blockers on vascular function and atherosclerosis in cholesterol-fed 
rabbits exposed to second-hand smoke, additional fresh air would eliminate the exposure required to 
measure the effects.

“Monkeys are behaviorally trained using operant conditioning methods, working for liquid rewards 
or for nutritionally-complete 200 mg food pellet rewards. In training procedures in which liquid 
rewards are used, animals are deprived of all liquids for a period lasting from the end of one training 
session and a short, following ad libitum drinking period to the beginning of the next training session, 
typically about 22 hours. Animal weight is monitored daily; if his/her weight were to fall below 90% 
(which has not been recorded in training in these monkeys), all deprivation procedures would be 
halted. The liquid rewards used are typically Tan or fruit juices that have been enriched with vitamin 
C, for which these animals have a strong dietary need and a strong taste preference. The same basic 
procedures are applied when food pellet rewards are used in training. That is, animals are weight 
daily, and while their weights are within 90% of the pre-training weight, deprived for about 22 hours 
prior to the behavioral training session. After training is completed, they are fed standard monkey 
chow and fruit for a limited period (about 1 hours) ad libitum. 

Animals work in behavioral training for between about 15 minutes up to no more than 2 hours. All 
participation is self-initiated (voluntary) by the monkey. With rare exception, monkeys work 
behavioral five days a week, and are given ad libitum access to fluids and food in their cage over the 
weekend. In a fluid-deprived monkey, animals have continuous, ad libitum access to food; in a food- 
deprived monkey, the animal has continuous, ad libitum access to fluids.”

“Studies require that we be able to elicit repeatedly the same sequence of eye movements. Therefore, 
monkeys are trained to fixate and follow a small spot of light; as the spot moves, so move the 
monkey’s eyes. In exchange for tracking the target, monkeys receive juice or water reinforcements. 
To induce the monkeys to work, other sources of fluid are withheld. The regime is controlled in 
several ways. First, each monkey’s fluid intake in the training period is monitored and supplemented 
as necessary. Individuals vary widely in the level of fluid intake that allows them to maintain health, 
motivation and weight. Therefore, we do not have any specific guideline about how much fluid a 
monkey should receive each day. Rather, we allow his past history of fluid intake and weight to be a 
guide for how much he needs. Second: each time an animal is trained or run in an experiment, the 
animal’s weight is recorded and the fluid intake is adjusted to ensure that there is no steady weight 
loss. Third: animals are given extra fluid after the experiment, or training, on Friday, and their fluid 
intake on Saturday is increased accordingly. Often on Sunday the restrictions restart to condition the 
animals for the study on Monday. The exact amount of supplementary fluids depends on the 
individual monkey, including parameters such as his weight and the amount of fluids he can take 
without losing motivation for the next experimental day. The “maintenance dose”, which is our goal 
for all days not to be followed by experimental days, is normally about 300 ml, but can be as high as 
400 or (rarely) as low as 200. Our goal is to provide the monkeys with enough fluids so that they 
remain healthy and gain weight, without abolishing their motivation to work in our experiments. If 
the data are reviewed over a long time frame, the monkeys gain weight with this amount of fluid.

To establish a history, I receive documentation each week of the amount of fluid received 
by each monkey in the previous week and the average weight. Comparison of the values on a weekly 
basis provides a basis for deciding whether a monkey is receiving adequate fluids.”

“ The aim of these studies is to identify the role of the female reproductive hormones relaxin and 
estrogen in the etiopathogensis of temporomandibular joint (TMJ) disease in women. A role for 
estrogen has been proposed, but little conclusive evidence to support this theory is available and the 
potential role of other female reproductive hormones in TMDs has not been examined. Of particular 
interest is relaxin, which is found systemically only in cycling or pregnant women and which causes 
pelvic joint hypermobility. We intend to determine the accessibility, binding and effects of 
exogenous relaxin on tissues of the temporomandibular joint in vivo. This will entail ovariectomizing 
rabbits to minimize levels of endogenous relaxin and implanting a subcutaneous osmotic pump into 
the animal’s back to deliver consistent levels of relaxin. 

Two surgical procedures are necessary since we need to first remove the ovaries to negate the effects 
of endogenous estrogen and relaxin, and the second surgery to implant the osmotic pumps in order to 
deliver exogenous relaxin only after the endogenous levels of relaxin and estrogen have dropped to 
undetectable levels. The second surgery is a minor procedure and will be performed 14 days after the 
ovariectomy.”

Pain or distress is not the intended goal of the experimental design. However, in 
establishing the adverse effects of a new research, drug, some pain or distress may occur. 
The use of pain reiievers or anesthetics, other than at the time of blood collection, could 
alter an animal’s response to a test agent by masking the adverse effects or by affecting the 
rates of metabolism, uptake, and elimination. A change in an animal's response to a test 

agent could alter the interpretation of the study and therefore compromise the integrity of the 
study.
